of ludicrous situations. 
There was a “potential riot’, to quote the 


Woburn Times, in 


Woburn last Saturday, at the bewitching hour of midnight. About 


400 Puerto Rican men and women filled Main 


Street, in Woburn 


Center, near Lucia’s Market, when there were reports of threats 
from a North Woburn group, and Woburn Center was closed to all 


‘traffic, by the Police. 


The Woburn Police called for the Tactical Squad, which was organ- 
ized about a year ago, from 22 Police Departments in the area. 
About 100 police, riot trained and riot equipped, poured into 
Woburn, and included were the police dogs of Wilmington and 


Burlington. 


All the incoming police had helmets and riot sticks, and other 
implements, and the organization, can be said to have had a good 
test in co-ordination, shortly after midnight, Saturday. 

All the incoming police had helmets etc., - except Wilmington. 
The three men from Wilmington who reported were wearing ‘“‘soft 


hats’’, i.e. their regular police hats. 


Woburn was cleared of its potential riot, and everybody went 


home. 


Act II 
When the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen arrived at the Town 
“Hall, Monday night, there were 
eighteen policemen, some in uni- 
form, some bearing picket signs, 
marching in a circle In front. of 
the Town Hall. They were in a 
good mood, and obviously were 
enjoying themselves. Soon they 
were joined by more policemen 
until at about 8 p.m. there were 
as many as thirty police march- 
ing around in front of the Town 
Hall - some coming from as far 
away as Townsend and Melrose. 

‘The police didn’t describe their 
marching as picketing. They were 
“demonstrating”. 

‘The point of their demonstration 
was that the three men who went 
to Woburn were not equipeed with 
riot helmets and other riot gear

carrying carried such slogans as 
“Fight Crime, Not Police” and 
“Helmets Save Headaches”. With 
them was an official of the Massa- 
chusetts Police Organization, a 
Mr. Langone 

Later in the evening, about 10 

.m.,.the Police had their oppor- 

unity to talk with the Selectmen. 
Most of the talking was done by 
Mr. Langone, and some by the 
president of the Wilmington Po- 
licemen’s Association, Sergeant 
Don Mercier. 

The point of the discussion was 
that money had been transferred, 
last October, for the purchase of 
riot equipment, and if there was 
any it was locked up in the Chief 
of Police's office, and the Chief 
was in New Hampshire. 

More money had been appropri- 
ated, they believed, and nothing 
done. Mr. Langone wanted ans- 
wers, and he wanted them right

Industrial Expansion 


Morris does some 
Telling--And gets Told 


Sterling Morris, Town Manager of Wilmington, is a man 
who does not want to engage in public controversies, He 
avoids anything that smacks of politics, if he can. 

‘The wisdom of Mr. Morris’ approach to the town govern- 
ment is debatable. He doesn't want fights with politicians 
and one, at least, has been busy for months twisting his 
are in private sessions and executive sessions. 

The remaining Selectmen do not like this but have said 
nothing. It seems they seek to have progressive govern- 
ment, but without the political implications that their con- 
frere seems to display. 

On Monday night Mr. Morris took a deep breath and then 
began to tell the visiting members of the Planning Board 
that they had better arrive at a solution to their 600 foot 
limit problem, on industrial ways. It was a subject that 
has not been openly discussed before. 

The talk did clear a lot of air - and it also ended with 
Selectman George Boylen and Planning Board member 
Danny Gillis telling Morris that the Planning Board needs 
his assistance, and he should attend their meetings more 
often. 

The public discussion lasted about fifteen minutes, and 
after the Selectmen's meeting had ended there was an ex- 
ecutive session between Planning Board and Selectmen 
that lasted one and a quarter hours. Mrs. Madelyn McKiee, 
now of the Finance Committee, but formerly of the Planning 


Board, was also in the executive session. 


Morris told the visiting mem- 
bers of the Planning Board, in 
the open session, that the tax rate 
was certain to jump if something 
wasn't done about new industrial 
buildings in Wilmington. He 
asked that they seriously consider 
the problems of the 600 foot limit 
for new roads in industrial sub- 
divisions 

In previous years. he said, there 
was $10 millions and $7.5 mil- 
lions additional taxable property 
in industrial buildings. This year. 
on the 23rd of August, there 
wasn't even a million. 

Taxes, the Planning Board 
warned, will automatically go up 
next year, without industrial ex- 
pansion, Homes were being built 
and every 100 new homes means 
a new school 

Chairman Mort Grant was not 
certain he understood what the 
TM meant. Morris asked Grant 
“How do you attract industrial 
building?". Grant said “Lower 
the Tax Rate", and in the next 
minute George Boylen broke in 
to say that the tax rate could go 
up $10 next year. 

Statements 

Grant said the Planning Board 
was interested in getting industry 
into Wilmington, This year, he 
said, was a poor year for new in- 
dustry but there were several 
sub-divisions that had no pro- 
blems. ‘It doesn't appear to be a 
problem of just one road’ 

Boylen asked him if there was 
anything wrong with Fordham 
Road. Grant said No. Boylen 
asked several more questions and 
Grant finally: said something to 
the effect of he didn't know how 
it was “granted with that long 
road" 

Boylen: What harm is done by 
Fordham Road 

Miceli: None. 

Boylen: What harm is done if 
you put in a shorter dead-end 
street? 

Miceli: None. 

Backman: What special facts 
are holding up Route 125 Indus- 
trial Park? 

Grant: Nine items. We have in- 
vited the attorney to see us. and 
for the last three meetings he has 
not appeared. He gave us some 
answers, and we checked and found 
he had told us things that were 
not quite true. It is his respon- 
sibility - not ours. 

Bill Hanlon (Planning Board) 
we asked him to contact the abut- 
tors. He said he had, verbally 
We asked him to do so in writing 
He never did. 

Later Hanion said that one of the 
developments in Fordham Road 
area had proved their contention 
by developing an independent 
road out to the street. Grant 
took the time to quote extensively 
from State Sub-Division Section 
81M, which tells Planning Boards 
and others about “convenience 
to travel, safety, and co-ordina- 
ting the way with those of others 
in the areas,” “It doesn’t say 
May - it says Shall! 

Backman: Is 600 feet the maxi- 


mum you feel is due this property? 

Zane Bower (Planning Board) 
Considering that there is a 4 to 
5% grade into the back - in the 
winter the plowing situation in a 
high storm - there would be no 
vehicle that could plow - no fire 
truck could negotiate - no fireman 
would be strong enough to drag in 
hose, 

Boylen: 5% grade? Any truck in 
town can do that! 

Gillis: At the last meeting with 
the attorney he did not have the 
water straightened out, nor the 
Board of Health, He represented 
to us that the surrounding land 
owners had been contacted and 
would not cooperate. Mr. Hanlon 
and I, we sent out letters and 
found out that they had not been 
contacted. 

“Let's not have a Merry Go 
Round" said Gillis - 
have a newspaper tell us 

Backman said that a ‘meeting of 
the minds would help” 

Mr. Gillis went into the history 
of the Planning Board - how they 
worked on the DeCenso develop- 
ment, how in the Fordham Road 
development it was the Planning 
Board who demanded that there 
be an emergency exit, and “Mr. 
Rounds, Mrs. McKie and myself 
= spent two months in getting an 
exit through North Reading’ 

“T think we really have a good 
record!"* 

‘TM Morris wanted to know if the 
600 foot regulation was a by-law. 
He was told it was a regulation 

Morris: I am afraid it will have 
a tremendous impact if we don't 
get some industrial expansion. 

Boylen: The criticism should be 
not only for the Planning Board, 
but also the Selectmen and Water 
Board, and other boards. Wil- 
mington is not a town that has a 
lot of money. We have low cost 
housing, but it costs us just as 
much as in other towns for police 
and fire protection, and such 
things. 

‘The only way to balance this off 
is by increasing industry and the 
industrial tax, It is safe to as- 
sume that Wilmington will have 
$60 tax rate next year. 

We are not in the same position 
as we were five or ten years ago. 
Now the other towns are seeking 
industry. 

Pretty soon something in this 
town has go give - Education - 
Pay for Town Employees. It isa 
problem. 

‘Turning to the Town Manager, 
Boylen said: You as Town Mana- 
ger should make something of 
this. You work here all day - 
they have to go out and make a 
living. ‘They deserve to have in- 
formation - through you, They 
need help to make decisions. And 
the Town Manager should also 
meet with the Water Commission- 
ers about the extention of water 
tb 125 Park, to encourage serious 
development!
